CW Field Day 


Three Irish field day stations were heard during last weekend's CW Field Day. 
Shannon Basin Radio Club, using the call sign EI3Z/P, and South Dublin Radio Club 
(EI2SDR’/P) battled it out in the grounds of Garbally College in Ballinasloe, County 
Galway, while well known EI contester Paul EISDI operated with the "GI Brass 
Pounders" (call sign GI6YM/P) in County Antrim. Although the weather was not so 
kind, band conditions were generally good. There was a lot of Solar activity over the 
weekend, following the M3 flare on Friday Ist June, making band openings 
unpredictable. However 10 metres and 15 metres were open for some hours on 
Saturday and also briefly on Sunday. 


The majority of QSOs were with other field day stations in IARU Region 1, 
particularly UK and German stations. However all participants reported calls from DX 
stations, with Australian, African and South Pacific call signs in the logs.

The fee is 50 Euro or 25 Euro for full time registered students those who are retired, 
unemployed have a disability or are repeating the examination. Remember, the closing 
date for applications is Saturday next the 16th of June and for administrative reasons 
this date has to be strictly enforced.
